The freshet ion Red river bas been the 
rmost extensive and disastrous ever 
before known, the water being six feet 
higher than the highest mark yet reached 
since the settlement of that country.

This rich section of the country has been 
cen verted into almost a. waste.

the seeds of whic

the late Confederate States. Few men 
were more universally known and 
esteemed than Capt. McA., and hisdeath 
will, we doubt not, be mourned by all, 
For many years he was engaged in steam- 
boating to and from this city. At the 
outbreak of the late war he was amongst 
the first to rally to the side of the south, 
and enlisted in Cél. (afterwards major 
general) John 8. Bowen's first Missouri 
infantry, C. S. A., and speedily arose to 
the grade of captain, and was with the 
regiment when it earned amongst so 
many competitors, the name of being 
the “best fighting’’ regiment in the 
southern army, a name it held until the 
day it stacked arms; on the final surren- 
der it numbered less than forty men. In 
1862, when Col. Jo. O. Shelby was or- 
dered to the trans-Mississippi, to form 
that celebrated brigade of cavalry, Capt. 
McArthur went with him in the position 
of assistant adjutant general, a position 
which he held until the spring of 1864 
when, owing to jIl health, he was as. 
*igned to post duty in Texas he had in 
the meantime been promoted to the rank 
of major of cavalry. During the severa! 
splendid campaigns into Missouri, made 
by Gen. Shelby, McArthur was always 
by his side. At the conelusion of peace, 
McArtbur returned to bis old occupation 
of steamboating, and during the winter 


of 1865-66, was actively engaged as 
clerk and captain of the steamer 
Richmond, plying in Redriver. 


During the summer of ‘66 (Capt. 
McArthur returned to this city and for 
some time was engaged on the steamer 
Big Horn, first as clerk and then as cap- 
tain; in the fall, however, he purchased 
au interest In the steamers Iron City and 
Last Chance, and taking charge of the 
first named started for Red river. He 
continued in command but a short time, 
when, owing to his continually failing 
health, he was compelled to abandon 
the attempt of running the boats; with 
some few slight improvements he grad- 
ually and slowly declined, until at last 
death put an end to his sufferings and 
his spirit to a brighter and 
world. 
apt. McArthur was a man of warm 
generous and open-handed toa 
fault, gifted with a most amiable dispo- 
sition, and to meet whom was to love. 
Once known he was never forgotten, and 
now, that death has taken from 
amongst us, his memory will be cher- 
ished as a sweet memory of the past. 
At the time of bis death, Capt. Me- 
Arthur was an active member of the &t. 
Louis steamboat clerk’s benevolent asso- 
ciation, which will, we doubt not, pay a 
high tribute to his memory.
